PROGRAMS 

"We  have  the  ten  most  wanted  at 
Sweet  Briar,"  said  Professor  Reuben 
Miller,  when  he  announced  two  new 
programs  in  Management  and  Arts 
Management.  Dr.  Miller  was  referring 
to  a  study  conducted  last  year  by  Pro- 
fessor David  Johnson  of  the 
Psychology  Department,  in  which  he 
surveyed  top  business  managers  on 
the  East  Coast  to  find  out  what 
courses  they  consider  most  valuable 
for  liberal  arts  graduates  seeking 
their  first  jobs.  It  turns  out  that  the 
ten  most  wanted  —  accounting, 
business,  management,  computer 
programming,  introductory 
economics,  finance,  public  speaking, 
statistics,  psychology-human  rela- 
tions, and  marketing  —  are  already  in 
the  Sweet  Briar  curriculum. 

The  Management  Program  is  a 
coordinate  program  open  to  any  stu- 
dent and  meant  to  be  a  bridge  be- 
tween the  liberal  arts  and  a  wide 
range  of  career  opportunities, 
especially  in  business,  industry, 
government,  and  nonprofit  organiza- 
tions. 

The  Arts  Management  Program  is 
designed  to  give  a  major  in  one  of  the 
arts  —  music,  theatre  arts,  dance 
theatre,  art  history,  or  studio  art  — 
basic  management  tools  in  account- 
ing and  management,  along  with  ex- 
perience through  an  Arts  Manage- 
ment Practicum. 

Enhancing  these  new  programs  will 
be  two  others:  1)  an  Executive-in- 
Residence  Program,  and  2)  the 
Winter  Term  European  Study  Tour  in 
International  Business

TO  HALLELUJAH 

"From  Hosannah  to  Hallelujah"  was 
an  eight-day  celebration  of  Easter 
which  involved  the  combined  efforts 
of  Paint  and  Patches,  the  Music 
Department,  the  Theatre  Arts  Depart- 
ment, and  the  Chaplain's  Office.  In 
all,  some  120  faculty,  staff,  and 
students  participated  as  actors,  set 
designer,  singers,  dancers, 
musicians,  directors. 

Each  performance  had  its  own 
special  flavor.  For  "The  Entry  into 
Jerusalem"  on  Palm  Sunday,  an 
authentic  small  ass  bore  the  Christ 
into  the  Quadrangle;  for  Benjamin 
Britten's  opera  "Noyes  Fludde," 
musicians  from  the  North  Carolina 
School  of  the  Arts  swelled  the  sounds 
of  choruses  and  organ;  for  the  mystery 
play  "The  Harrowing  of  Hell,"  a 
dramatization  of  Christ's  descent  into 
Hell,  English  professor  Karl  Tamburr 
portrayed  a  comic  satan  in  the  best 
medieval  tradition.

RELIGION 
AND  THE 
INTELLECTUAL 

"Religion  and  the  Intellectual  World," 
a  national  consultation  organized  by 
Chaplain  Myron  B.  Bloy,  Jr.,  brought 
together  a  group  of  leading  thinkers 
"to  explore  what  Paul  Tillich  called 
'the  boundary  area'  between  biblical 
religion  and  today's  intellectual 
world." 

Sponsored  by  the  National  Institute 
of  Campus  Ministries  and  the  Na- 
tional Humanities  Center,  the  con- 
sultation was  held  at  the  Carolina  Inn 
in  Chapel  Hill,  May  8-10. 


James  W.  Rouse,  the  urban  designer 
who  transformed  Baltimore's  water- 
front with  Harbour  Place  and 
Boston's  center  city  with  the  Faneuil 
Hall  Marketplace,  sees  hope  for 
downtown  Lynchburg.  "The  smaller 
cities  seem  to  have  been  ripped  apart 
by  the  malls,"  Rouse  said,  but  in 
Lynchburg's  case,  he  believes  a 
downtown,  outdoor  mall,  with  small 
shops  and  eating  places,  would  lure 
people  back.  "I'll  bet  you  anything 
retailing  is  not  dead  in  downtown 
Lynchburg,"  he  said.  Rouse,  whose 
wife,  Patricia  Traugott,  graduated  with 
Sweet  Briar's  class  of  1948,  was 
featured  speaker  at  a  symposium  on 
urban  life,  "Seeing  the  City,"  held  at 
Sweet  Briar  on  February  11-13.  Pro- 
fessors Richard  Rowland  and  John 
Savarese  were  co-chairmen  of  the 
symposium,  which  had  support  from 
the  Virginia  Foundation  for  the 
Humanities  and  Public  Policy. 

Edwin  Newman,  the  NBC 
newsman  who  has  his  finger  in  the 
dyke,  trying  to  hold  back  the  flood  of 
jargon,  illogical  usage,  and  just  plain 
ignorance  that  threatens  our 
language,  spoke  at  Sweet  Briar  on 
March  24.  "I  do  not  advocate  freez- 
ing the  language,"  he  said,  "I  don't 
stand  against  change,"  but,  he  warn- 
ed, if  present  trends  continue,  by 
1990  language  skills  in  the  U.S.  will 
be  at  the  level  of  those  in 
underdeveloped  nations  today. 

For  Clifton  Pannell,  it  was  a 
return  home  when  he  spoke  at  Sweet 
Briar  on  March  30.  Now  professor  of 
geography  at  the  University  of 
Georgia,  Dr.  Pannell  is  the  son  of 
Sweet  Briar's  president  emeritus, 
Anne  Pannell  Taylor.  His  talk  on  "The 
Geographic  Foundations  for  China's 
Modernization"  was  based  on  a  two- 
year  study  of  land  use  in  China. 


Terry  Scarborough  has  been  appointed 
director  of  admissions,  having  served  for 
the  past  academic  year  as  acting  director 
She  came  to  Sweet  Briar  in  1978  as  assis- 
tant director  of  admissions  from  the  Pat- 
terson School  in  Lenoir,  N.C.,  where  she 
served  as  director  of  admissions.  She 
received  a  B.A  in  English  from  Wake 
Forest  University  and  is  completing  work 
at  Lynchburg  College  for  a  M.Ed,  degree 
in  school  administration. 


Aileen  Laing.  associate  professor  of  art 
history  and  curator,  delivered  a  paper,  "The 
Queen  Mary  Apocalypse:  An  Iconographic 
Study"  at  the  Congress  of  Medieval  Studies.
